When Representative Asked to Lay Another Track in City 


Avalanche of Accusations Are Heard. 


NOT LIVED UP TO AGREEMENT, 


Things the Company Has Not Done 


Rehearsed and Motion Was Lost 
to Allow Track—To Accept Conway 
Sewer—Other Matters Taken Up. 


The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Com- 


pany was raked over ihe coals, the 
changing of the grade on Morton, av- 
enue refused conslderation, borough 
employes paid and a froced motion to 
adjourn were the princii>al features of 
the Town Council meeting Thursday 
which had every Indication of being 
a long, stormy and exciting gathering 
at its beginning. 


After the session opened T. J. Skill- 


man, representing the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, asked for permis- 
sion 
to lay a siding along Peach 


Etreet parallel -with. th«» siding now 
alongside of the freight depot. 
He 


Baid that it meant no increased track- 
age, except the removal of one spur 
already located there, vhich it was 
proposed to move neai&r the depot • 
in order to make it mo-e convenient, 
in unloading freight. 
Mr. Skjilman 


said that the company * ould bc-ar .ill' 
the expense in, connection with Uie' 
improvement, and he felt that H would 
te appreciated by the business men, 
as they would get their • reign t earlier • 
by the arrangement.

Mr. .Skillman's 
reqi cst 
brought. 


forth a storm of angry c:iticism ot the; 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company's ac-: 
tlons and many accusitions 
were , 


made by Messrs. Slillwi gon and Me- 
Connick, who both propx-.ed that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company pa> 
for what they had air* ad/ receive-J 
before coming again to ConnelUville' 
for favors. 
The. company ' outs for ' 


paving work which it lias neglected 
and refused to pay lor seine time, but 
Mr, Skillman said that his company 
was willing to enter inta a tentative 
agreement that the paving work would 
be paid for U^tiie 'new privilege was 
allowed. 


"The Pennsylvania ra Iroad 
never 


lived up to its promise with, the town 
and every time we have- asked them 
to do something we have had to crawl 
into their offices to evea get to see 
them," said Mr, Stillwagcn. Mr. Skill- 
man denied that he had any part in 
the company's disregard o£ the town, 
but Mr. jMcCormick saH: 
"There's 


less been done since you had the job 
than ever before."' 


President 
Huston 
endeavored to 


Ftop the hot argument between the 
old members of Council and the Penn- 
sylvania's agent, but w.is unable to 
do it before things had b«'cn gone intoj 
to a considerable extent. Thirty foot 
crossings on 60 foot 
streets 
wore 


pointed out, and the refusal of the 
company to lay a crossing on Fran- 
cis avenue and Davidson street- as 
•well as other places we:e a!=o parts 
of the accusation. Mr. Skillman ad- 
vised the members oE Council to go 
into court and have an order made 
for the crossings to he laid, as he said 
that was the proper way. 


"It's 
a pretty note thit tho town 


•which established streets should have 
to go to court to get permission to 
have a crossing over a railroad track, 


{•SDtcially after the street had been 
laid out years before the railroad com- 
pany over thought of building into 
a town." said Mr. McCormick. 


The battle ceased bore for a while 


but it was renewed afu-r the reading 
of the general list of bills, when Coun- 
cilman Sttllwagon offered a resolution 
that the Pennsylvania be not granted 
ihe privilege. Councilman Stillwaoon 
and McCormick voted 
against 
the 


granting of the privilege, Girard for 
it and the other members o£ Council 
diil not vote. 
President Huston de- 


clared that the vote denied the com- 
pany Oie privilege it sought. 


Previous to this a- motion to ad- 


journ was nia'le by Councilman D. F. 
Girard, seconded'by Friel. A protest 
was made against this action by Coun- 
cilman WitUace and President Husion, 
T\ho declared that there was import- 
ant business to transact, but rt vote 
was insisted upon. The derision ap- 
peared so Close that Mr. Huston cculd 
not decide it, and he called 
for 
a 


standing vote 
Girard, Friel, Kooser 


and Miller 
voted 
for adjournment 


and Huston, Wallace, McCormick and 
Still wagon to continue the 
so 


The motion to adjourn was declared 
lost. 


Then follow ed the action on the

That finished the grade 


change there, and then the Council 
was called upon to vote on. the second 
motion for adjournment. Friel, Koo- 
srr, Millard, Girard, McCormick and 
Stills ngon voted for adjournment and 
Huston and Wallace against it. The 
meeting was declared adjourned.
